Perſons partake- 
ing of his Bounty, without knowing -the Hand from 
whence it came, and diſpencing it with that Secreſie and 
prudent Caution,. that his Left Hand. knew not what his 
Right Hand did. He wasloath to looſe-the Reward of a 
Good AdQtion by making it Pompous and Theatrical, and 
thought-it-more valluable to receive the Approbation of . 
God, and the Applauſe of Men and Angels, than the Prai- 
ſes of. Men in this life. | 

I need not mention-his great Temperance and Abſtemi- 
ouſneſs inthe midſt of a Plentifull Table, and a Luxurious - 
Age, leaſt it ſhould ſeem a filent Reprovf-of that Riot and 
Debauchery that too much reigns among us, and for which - 
we haveſo lately been ſcourged by the Hand of. God. An. 
Abſtinence ſo much the more commendable, becauſe it ſeem's 
to be. done. in Imitation of the Ancient Eremzites, that fed 
upon Roots and. Hearbs, preferring them before the greateſt 
Dainties ; it was the putting a Knife to his Throat, in the 
Phraſe of - Solomox,- and a voluntary att of Penance, and 
Mortification upon himſelf: A mighty and convincing 
evidence.of felf Denyall; and. an-argument of his maſtery 
over his Appetite, that he could reſtrain its motions at a 
ſeaſon, when Pleaſures and Temptations invited to the con- 


tary... | 
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ShallT mention it a$an argument of his Peaceable Diſpoſi- 
tion, that he abliored Controverſies and Suits of Law, chu- 
ſing rather toRemit ſomething of his Right, then to be 
Vexatious and Uneaſy to himſelf and others. Thathe 
followed the things that made for Peace, and choſe rather 
to prevent and. cloſe a Breach, then ſuffer the Wound to 
ſeſter and rankle by an unſeaſonable oppoſition ; that he 
was of a moſt Compaſſionate and Reſenting Diſpoſition, 
being not only willing to Pitty and Releive the Neceſſities 
of his wanting Brethren: But beſides thar, full of Indulgence 
and Compaſſton to-his Tenants, .in making them confidera- 
ble Abatements for their ſufferings by the Calamities of 
the Times. 

Theſe my. Brethren, and ſeveral other Inſtances that I 
could give, of-his Regular and conſtant Devotions in his 
Family, of his Liberality in adorning of his Epiſcopall 
Pallace, of his great Humility and Afﬀability, are anargu- 
ment of a rare and an excellent Spirit, and a fir prefident 
for the Imitation of others. And now that our Elzas is 
taken up into Heaven, and ſtands no more in need of our 
Prayers, or our Wiſhes, let us all joyn in an united Prayer 
to God, that a double Portion of his Spirit may deſcend 
upon his Succeſſor, when he ſhall be Inveſted with his Robe 
and Mantle ; That fo- he may, not only Imitate him 1n 
every thing that is comendable, but be a wholeſome pattern 
to the Flock-of Chriſt which he has purchaſed with the 
ſhedding ot Blood.
